‘Tus annual reports of the medical officials 
in charge of the hospitals of the Colony, 
published in’ the current number of the 
Government Gazette, contuin much informa- 
tion of a welcome nature. ‘We note 
-espocially the indications that the Guverao- 
ment. antimalarial measures have been 


“beneficial to the public health, and wo ure 


pleased to note, too, a gratifying success 
achieved in the treatment of cases of plague. 
These are tho two most conspicuously sutis-. 
factory features. of the reports. Dr. 
Arxtnson, the “Principal Civil Medical 
Officer, in his report to the Government on 
the working of the Medical Departrhent 
during the year 1908, embodies 1 return of, 
the cases of malarial fevers admitted 
during the year into the military hospitals, 
kindly supplied by Colonel Wenn. This 
return shows a decrease ‘of 568 in the 


Dumber of European cases, and of 220 in 


the Asiatic cases. Thera can be no doubt 
that this marked diminution is due, as the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer saye, to the 
ortensive training. of oullehs . and: other. 
anti-malarial measures ‘which hare been 
carried’ on in the neighbourkood of the 
Barracks by the Military Authorities, At 
the Government Civil Hospital, too, the 
diminution in the number of admissions 


. from malertil fevers was maintained, the 


number for last year being 846 as com- 
pared with 849 in 1902, and 787 in 1901.

~ Watching the work proceeding from, day to 
day was most interestag ; there was ‘no fuss, no 
shouting, no confusion, and no noisy demoustra- 
tion of welcome on the part of , the Japanese 
residynts on the arrival of ‘tho first battalions, 
though every mun, woman; and child had come 
down to welcome them, This isa characteristic 
particularly noticeable'amongst tho Japanese— 
that, however znuch they are impressed by a 
military or other spectacle, their feclings are 
seldom oxprosvod by loud ucelamations, It was 
remarkable, too, that no matter how small or 
how large a body of tien lauded, every mun 
seemed to know exactly what to. do and where 
to go, und this was the same whatever wotk 


was going on, ‘Thera were, naturally, guides 
and officials stationed at tho landing-pluces to 
dixect their movements, but their work 
wag (fo quietly performed .as to be 
scarcely noticeable, - E : 
“Bach battalion as it arrived was perhaps 
pilleted for anight at Chemulpo, or sent on to 
Seoul immediately by train. Seoul itself was 
the real starting-point or base of this division, 
and, as the Japanese had decided to occupy 
the important city of Ping-yang bofore the 
Russians could attempt to seize it, each body 
of mon was only kept in Seoul a few days to 
make final preparations for- transport, &c., 
betore. being despatched on the road north:

a ton) These oxen’ are a, feature of . Corean 
life; they are big, brown, thick-ret animals, 
dovile, and easily managed; their pace 
{about three miles an hour) is quicker than that 
of most oxen, and they will draw a cart or carry 
load with equal case. The coming of the 
Japanese troops,hus been.a golden harvest for 
the Coreang,. or rather for the Coreans of the 
coolie class; who have been hired in large 
nomboers for at least’ six times their usual wage 
—that is, they vecsive about 2 yen instead of 
30 sen per diem. ‘Almost every available native 
pony has been bought up. The Coreaz coolie 
is certainly the best human weight-carrior in the

The 12th’ Division are recrnited from a district 
in the southern island of Japan, the headquarters 
being KX skura, near the Straits of Shimonoxeki.

The Russian Minister of Ways of Communica- 
tion, Prince Khilkoff, last month hendalin to
